A communication from Mrs. G. 


A. Steinmetz of O'Neil street rel-

to disturbances at the 


grounds of School No. 6 during the 
evening, brought before the Board 
of Education Friday evening the 
question of whether public school 
grounds should be opened to su- 
pervised play by the younger chil- 
dren of the city during the late 
afternoon hours or the evening 
hours. 


The board finally decided to 


leave the matter open and to con- 
fer with the Mayor's Recreation 
Committee in an effort to learn 
whether the public school grounds 
could be used to advantage for 
supervised play up until perhaps 
6 o'clock in the afternoon. 


A complaint was made that 


boys of high school age, from 15 
to 19, were annoying the resi- 
dents of the neighborhood of No. 
6 school by climbing over the 
Fence to the school grounds in the 
late evening and disturbing the 
comfort of the - residents. Mrs. 
Steinmetz said that the police had 
Seen notified and when the police 
appeared the boy* disappeared but 
ihat they returned when the po- 
ice left. She also called attention 
to the breaking of a basement 
door on the school by boys. 


Members of the board expressed 
he opinion that there were parks 
n the locality where the older 
boys could go but it was stated 


that the youths under 12 years of 
age should have a place near home 
to play where they might be su- 
pervised. 


Trustee 
Rowland stated that 


the board might be able to cooper- 
ate with the Mayor's Recreation 
Committee and if advisable have 
supervised play extended at the 
school grounds to 6 o'clock. He said 
the committee had made a study 
of this and probably could advise 
the board whether the plan was 
adaptable. 
He favored allowing 


only the younger lads the use of 
the grounds-and use of the near- 
by parks for the older ones. 


Trustee Feeney said the school 
grounds belonged to the public 
and the taxpayers should have all 
possible benefits, but he recom- 
mended supervised play and sug- 
gested that perhaps the grounds 
might be kept open somewhat 
later in the afternoon for the use 
of children up to 12 years of age. 
Fenced off, the grounds were safe 
and kept the children off the 
streets. He favored a further in- 
vestigation. 


The board has granted use of 


the No. 6 grounds for supervised 
play during the past year but lim- 
ited the use to the smaller chil- 
dren, up to 12 years of age. 
President 
Schmid said that 


people liked the evenings to enjoy 
peace and quiet in the neighbor- 
hood and he did not feel that the 
residents should be annoyed by 
the older lads' pranks after the 
grounds were closed.

—State Agricultural Commission- 
er Holton V. Noyes, asserting 
price regulation "only 
partly 


solves" the milk question, called 
on farmers today to "work out 
some regulation of milk produc- 
tion." 


Noyes told a Cattaraugus coun- 


ty farmers' picnic that regula- 
tion should "assure a supply which 
will be abundant for 
market 


needs but which will never be per- 
mitted to become so great that it 
will destroy all the benefits ob- 
tained from price regulation," and 
added: 


"You and your neighbor, in co- 


operation with your producer or- 
ganization, should begin at once 
to think seriously about what can 
be done to establish some form 
of production control, preferably 


on a voluntary basis initiated and 
enforced by the dairymen them- 
selves." 


Since the federal-state 
price 


fixing order has been upheld by 
the Supreme Court, Noyes said, 
"it will be the natural tendency 
of many, if not most of our dairy- 
men, again to increase production 
to take advantage of the im- 
proved prices." 


"If this is done to any consider- 


able extent," he continued, "it is 
not at all improbable that one 
year from today we may find pro- 
duction so greatly increased that 
no price fixing ordprs can with- 
stand the strain of such a surplus. 
1C that should be the case, I think 
the whole plan of price regulation 
will unjustly be termed a failure 
and agitation begun for some 
other experiment to meet the 
situation. This is what we want 
to avoid."

Despite a reduction of 10% 


in the state aid which Kings- 
ton schools will cet th« coming 
year, the Board of Education 
has been able to reduce the tax 
rate for 1939-1940, 80 cents per 
thousand without curtailing any 
ot the present school activities 
and without cutting down of re- 
quired repairs and betterments. 


The total amount which it 


will be necessary to raise by 
local taxation for school work 
is $189,703.11, which sum, when 
added to the money annually 
apportioned to the schools out 
ot the funds belonging to the 
slate, will take care of school 
expenditures for the 
coming 


year. 
The total cost of all 


school expenditures is estimated 
at $593,162.57. 


The tax rate will be $8.18, 


compared to the 1938-1959 rate 
ot $8.96. 
Some1 time ago when it was an* 


nounced that through drastic cuts 
in the state budget it would be 
necessary to cut the State Aid for 
school purposes 10 per cent, the 
local Board of Education believe^ 
that there might be an increase 
in the local school tax rate. At 
the last meeting it was announced 
that there was an apparent in* 
crease in view for taxpayers but 
since then the board went to work; 
on the annual budget with the re* 
suit that despite the 10 per cent 
reduction in state money the city 
taxpayer will enjoy a lower rate 
than last year.

First American 


The tradition of the first American 


flag is that in May, 1777, Washing- 
toe, accompanied by two of his offi- 
cers, called upon Mrs. Boss, who 
operated an upholstering establish- 
ment, Continuing a business left at 
the death of her husband, to make a 
flag of their design, and that thlt 
was the first American flag of the 
official pattern, adopted June 14,1777. 
The matter is in dispute through 
claims that a flag of the same, or 
nearly the same, design had been 
used before. There is some rivalry 
for the honor associated with the 
origin of the flag; and confusion 
wrought by painters and colonial 
story writers, who drew upon their 
imaginations to add interest to the 
legend, has Invited the pressing of 
some rather nebulous claims. There 
is no historical account meeting 
with such approval as to warrant 
the assertion that it it the truth.

Visitors to the Catskills long re- 


member a blueness of their dist- 
ant outline where the atmosphere 
all but blends them with the azure 
sky.

It is the same blue,' which once 
literally made the sidewalks of 
New York, and often found its 
way to building projects large and 
small...that blue, which is a wor- 
thy product of the historic Cats- 
kill mountains, and which nature 
made to retain its shade against 
time and tide. 


This, color is fast to the finest 


mollecular part of a stone of ex- 
cellent quality; primordial to the 
region and descriptively 
called 


bluestone. 


Once, not so long ago, this stone 


was the basis of a major industry 
and these foothills of the Catskills 
gave much of their form and sub- 
stance to the needs of growing 
communities. Today . they still 
yield thousands of tons a year to 
durable building and there is hope 
ahead.for a better future in the 
quarries. 


Blue stone remains the most 


lasting stone for curbing and it 
has recognized possibilities for 
more extensive use in modern 
structural work. It is unsurpassed 
for practical'use in the building'of 
sturdy, colorful. homes, although 
for this particular use,'it'has nev- 
er been exploited fully. • - 


Substantial shipments of the 


stone go'out these days fronvone 
of the older. quarries at Jockey 
Hill, near Sawkill., It is.operated 
by Richard Dunn of Kingston,

The quarry. operated by Mr. 


Dunn is known as the.old Howard 
quarry and was once operated by 
the Coykendall interests of Kings- 
ton. This was in the days when the 
industry was it its best and when 
the trade of stone-cutting' was 
passed on from father to son. • 


Transportation- then was "by

Future i* Home Building 


Mr. Dunn believes that blue- 
stone has a-future for use in the 
building of. homes. Occasional or- 
ders come now for building stone, 
but there is not as yet enough of 
this .to be of any substantial value 
to the quarries. 
In the opinion of Mr. Dunn, the 
public is not fully familiar with 
the practical, durable qualities of 
bluestone in modern 
building. 
Generally an inner tile lining or 
some other type of insulating ma- 
terial- to ward oft dampness is 
uwd in modern stone construction. 
Thus'a bluestone home can be 
built today in compliance with co- 
lonial design, but with added ad- 
vantages of modern building sci- 


ence. 


Bluestone in its proper charac- 


ter always retains a rich powdery 
blue shade, but some of the stone 
found practical for building pur- 
poses is that which gains a rust- 
colored surface from exposure to 
the elements. Some of these sur- 
face shades range from -ochre to 
dull red, and these mixed with 
some of the varying shades of 
blue, are found the most desirable 
for building. 


Occasionally 
the 
quarrymen 


come upon a rare piece of the 
stone known as "the silver seam." 
This type has a crystal-like ap- 
pearance with small surface par- 
ticles sparkling like diamonds in 
the sunlight. These rare pieces, 
too, could have their part to play 
in the building of bluestone homes, 
if the day comes when the mar- 
ket grows for this purpose. 


Century-Old Business 


The first quarrying of bluestone 


In this area began nearly a cen- 
tury ago. Transportation facilities 
on the Hudson and the proximity 
of the quarries to New York, made 
it of immediate value and commu- 
nities grew up and thrived near 
the quarries in the county. 


Few areas in the nation have 


such concentrated deposits of the 
stone and none in the world sur- 
passes the quality of that found in 
this region. Whether or not the 
old days will ever return is a 
question to be decided, but it is 
a proved fact today, that the 
stone has no equal for many struc- 
tural purposes. 


Many fine homes stand today in 


Kingston and other parts of Ul- 
ster county as lasting monuments 
to this industry, and it has played 
its part in the. construction of 
public buildings here and afar. 
Sidewalks of Kingston and other 
communities of the area, laid 
many years ago, have passed the 
test of time and it represents a 
thing of beauty in the garden ter- 
race and other attractive spots 
around

A supposedly logical outcome of women's

For that matter, there 
are skirts for men today in various parts of 
the world, including the Scottish kilts and 
the long, straight gown of the Chinese gen- 
tleman.

None of which, however, offers a very 


strong argument for the fashion forecast. It 
is a little hard to imagine Father going to 
business or playing golf or tinkering with the 
car in any variety of skirt, and especially in 
a skirt like any of those still worn by old- 
fashioned women not yet clad in slacks or 
shorts. 


It looks as if Japan, in jumping onto for-

Minor accidents 
have happened as the result of the failure of 
some mechanism or the failure of the ever 
present human element, but fatal accidents 
have been eliminated. 


Courteous warnings, the pointing out of 


minor violations and the presence of an offi- 
cer in uniform on patrol has had its 
effect. More uniformed patrolmen on duty 
throughout the state would undoubtedly pro- 
mote saner driving and fewer accidents.

THE TURKISH BATH 


ALL-AMERICAN BOOK SHOWS 


Book publishers of the United States, with 


the approval of the State Department, are 
putting on exhibitions this summer in Buenos 
Aires, Montevideo and Rio de Janeiro. They 
have assembled three sets of more than 
2,000 volumes published in this country for 
display in the three South American capitals. 


There are fourteen different classifications, 


with children's books leading in number of 
exhibits and fiction titles second. The pur- 
pose of the book shows is to "give the citi- 
zens of the South American cities a cross- 
section view of American publishing which 
will show the whole 'American scene'— 
American culture, science, the arts—and 
give, as well, a graphic picture of book manu- 
facture in the United States." This is the 
first time books of North America have been 
presented to South Americans in any organ- 
ized way. 


It sounds like a fine and useful project, 


but the plan should not end with these ex- 
hibitions. There should be a reciprocal exhi- 
bition prepared by South Americans and 
shown in leading cities of the United States. 
We may need such education as much as our 
Latin neighbors. Peoples of different lands 
who would be friends need to know each 
other's literature and art. 


SCRAP-IRON QUOTAS 


It is well known that the Japanese have 


been fighting China with American metal. 
Our exports of scrap-iron and steel to Japan, 
which amounted to half a million tons in 
normal years, have risen to three times that 
made during the war. We have also sold 
Japan weapons and munitions of various 
kinds. Most of the deadly missiles that have 
been killing Chinese men, women and chil- 
dren, and driving the living from their 
homes, may have been of American origin. 


Congress lately has been trying to work 


out a quota system on some basis that would 
enable the United States to shut off this ab- 
normal supply. It is considered risky to for- 
bid such shipments directly, because the 
Japanese government would consider that 


Some boxer on a program has been hurt or can- 


not arrive in time, and it becomes necessary for a 
substitute to get rid of three or four pounds of 
weight in a few hours' time. As he may not have 
been in very active training he has been taking 
plenty of foods and liquids. In extreme cases, a dose 
of Epsom salts is taken, not so much to get rid of 
bowel wastes which would weigh perhaps less than 
a pound but to drive excess water out of all the 
tissues.

The favorite method boxers use to get rid of 


weight in a short time is the Turkish bath. 


"The Turkish bath consists of about five minutes 


in the steam room, ten to fiftten minutes in the ad- 
joining hot room, vigorous rubbing by a masseur 
with hot water ladled over the body at frequent in- 
tervals during the massage, followed by a shampoo 
with soap. The next stage is a plunge and swim 
through the cool pool (or a cool shower), and finally 
an hour of leisure in the cooling room." 


You can thus see that from the moment he en- 


ters the steam room until his cool shower or plunge, 
heat is being applied and the perspiration as he sits 
in the hot room pours from his kin. And, as men- 
tioned above, water is heavy. 


He may remove three to five pounds by the Tur- 


kish bath and at the weighing time, 2 p. m., be able 
to "make" the required weight. As he has done 
without liquids of any kind during all this time, he 
will take a long drink of water immediately after 
the weigh-in, and by the hour of the bout that same 
evening he will have likely regained all the weight 
lost by the Turkish bath. 


When the Turkish bath is being used to relax 


the individual, remove soreness and stiffness, and 
not to remove weight, the attendant may give him 
plenty of water to drink which causes further per- 
spiration. Then, while lying in the cooling room, he 
may drink so much water that by the time he is 
ready to leave, he is the same weight as before tak- 
ing the Turkish bath.

Reading Cosmetics Labels Will Pay 


When U.S. Control Goes Into Effect 


By BETTY CLARKE 


(AP Feature Service Writer) 
Comes the revolution — in the 


cownetics industry. 
- On June 25, the much-discussed, 
long-awaited Food, Drug and Cos- 
metic Act will go into effect. That 
to. unless Congress postpones it 
Until January. But nobody's count- 
ing on that. 


Exactly what is the Act—and 


what are its implications? 


Briefly, it replaces a 1906 act of 


Congress which partially covered 


foods and drugs. Framing the newf*- 
act and getting it passed took rive 
years. Its chief importance lies in 
the fact that it brings cosmetics 
under federal control for the first 
time. 
Part of the act went into effect 


on June 25, 1938. The intervening 
year's grace for other parts was 
given to insure operation. During 
that year cosmetics manufacturers 
have been running back and forth 
to Washington, talking to officials 
in the department of agriculture, 
under xvhose jurisdiction the su-

pervision falls. Products have been 
analyzed, labels have been re- 
worded, numerous cosmetics have 
been taken off the market. 


Labelling is important. Claims 


about a cosmetic that cannot be 
substantiated cannot be made. 


The definition of a cosmetic is: 


"Articles intended to be rubbed, 
poured, sprinkled, or sprayer on, 
introduced into, or otherwise ap- 
plied to the human body or any 
part thereof for cleansing, beauti- 
fying, promoting attractiveness or 
altering the appearance." (Soaps 
are excluded.) Information on the 
label must include name and place 
of business of manufacturer, pack- 
er or distributor, an accurate 
statement of contents in terms of 
weight, 
measure or numerical 


count—in language easily under- 
standable to the average person. 
Manufacturers are not required to 
put cosmetic formulas on the la- 
bel. 


Well informed on the implica- 


tions of the act is Perc Westmore, 
Hollywood make-up expert. Here 
are his thoughts on some of the 
probable effects of the new bill: 


The number of cosmetics on the 


market is likely to be reduced 
greatly. Fancy creams, for in- 
stance, for which elaborate, un- 
substantiated claims have been 
made in the past, will be elim- 
inated. 


Prices should also come down, 


he points out, adding, "The varie- 
ty stores have done much to bring 
that about already. 
Packaging no longer will be of 


primary importance. Contents, not 
containers, will come first. 
Sales approaches will undergo 


a change. Girls behind the coun- 
ter will be given more complete 
information and instruction. Su- 
pervision in the department stores 
probably will increase. 
The moral of all that? It's quite 


simple: Read your labels — so 
you'll know what you're getting.

New York, June 24 OB—An out-,'est of New York city's five bor- 


break 
of 
food poisoning that 


struck at least 350 Staten Island 
children after they ate free school 
lunches led the board of health 
today to summon for questioning 
28 persons who had prepared or 
handled the food. 


More than 100 children, stricken 


yesterday several hours after eat- 
ing the lunch of Spanish rice, egg- 
tomato salad, mayonnaise. dress- 
ing, bread and milk, remained in 
hospitals today. 


The children ranged in age from 


six to 14 years. 


Physicians said all should re- 


cover although about 50 were in 
serious condition. Seven mothers 
who ate sandwiches brought home 
by their children also were ill, one 
critically.' 


The lunches, prepared by WPA 


workers, are 
served 
without 


charge daily to 125,000 school 
children throughout the city and 
are paid for by city, state and 
federal relief contributions. 


Although the food is prepared 


in central kitchens and the same 
menu is served each day to all 
children, only pupils of 48 elemen- 
tary schools in five Staten Island 
communities were affected. 


The outbreak taxed the hospi-, 


tal facilities of the island, small- men. 


oughs in population. The victims 
were rushed to medical treatment 
in ambulances, police radio cars 
and private automobiles when oth- 
er resources failed. 
Long after nightfall new cases 


were reported. One hundred and 
ten children were brought to Rich- 
mond 
Memorial 
Hospital 
at 


Prince's Bay and another hundred 
to the Staten Island Hospital at 
Tompkinsville. 
Even a hospital 


for the tubercular' was called 
upon to treat victims. 
Three investigations launched 


immediately—by the health de- 
partment, the board of education, 
and by District Attorney Frank 
H. Innes—awaited the outcome of 
laboratory analysis of samples of 
the food served. Demanding a 
thorough inquiry, Mayor LaGuar- 
dia assigned Health Commissioner 
John L. Rice to study the out- 
break.

Board of Education a committee 
from the teaching staff sent a re- 
quest for a revised schedule «* 
permissible absence by teachers 
during the school year and asked 
that more time be allowed with- 
out deductions from pay.

matter was taken under advise- 
ment and Trustee Remmert re- 
ported for the committee Friday 
evening.

The teachers asked for a modi- 


fication of absence deductions and 
at a special meeting on June 20 
the Board's committee made the 
following recommendations. 


That the request of the teachers 


committee that 20 days be allowed 
each year for illness of the teacher 
without deduction in pay, be dis- 
allowed but that the matter be 
further investigated. 
Under the 


present rule a teacher is allowed 
20 days for illness with a deduction 
of one-half of the pay the substi- 
tute gets. Substitutes are paid 
$5 a day, of which 52.50 is deduct- 
ed from the regular teacher's pay 
and the board pays the other half. 
That five days be allowed each 


year for attendance of teachers 
at funerals without any deduction 
in pay. The old rule was an allow- 
ance of three days. 
That the request of the teachers 


for no deduction in pay for five 
days absence because of serious 
illness in the immediate family of 
teacher be denied. The present 
rule is for a deduction of one-half 
the substitute's pay. 
That the request for five days 


without deduction be allowed for 
answering 
court summons be 


granted. 
Trustee Hutton moved that the 


Recommendations of the Teacher's 
Committee be approved and it was 
unanimously approved. 


The question of illness of the 


teacher was considered of sufficient 
importance to further discuss the 
matter.
